2. Applicant's arguments, see page 21, lines 17-26, filed August 30, 2004, with respect to 
claims 1 and 74 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 68, 
and 74 has been withdrawn. Specifically, applicant has pointed out that Mase's teaching refers to 
a number of (parts of) channel forming regions out of an existing group of channel forming 
regions, and not a portion of (parts of) one specific channel forming region, as was applied by 
the rejection.
